Chapter Seven: Stick Me, Kick Me 


hat do Silver Beige/Basalt Grey, Phosphor/Como 

W Green, Blue Grey/Dark Grey and Soft Beige/ 

Caramel-Brown mean to you? Probably not much, 

but each of you has seen them. They are the official color 
combinations of upholstery for split window VW buses. 

I knew nothing about Basalt Grey or Como Green when I 
started my restoration, but I knew that ‘Saltand Pepper’ was no 
longer available. If my interior was going to project that clean, 
stock appearance, I would have to start from scratch. If you’re 
doing the same, I assume you can figure out how to remove the 
old panels. One helpful hint, use a plastic spatula (like for 
Teflon skillets) to pry the old door panels off—it won’t scratch 
the paint. 

From a lumber yard I bought enough untempered 1/4-inch 
masonite to cut out new panels. From an automotive uphol- 
stery shop I located two bolts of material that looked close to 
the VW original. I chose to go with a cloth for the seats so I 
wouldn’t have to sit on vinyl. The same cloth served as the

accent strip in the middle of interior panels. For the seat sides 
and backs and for the rest of interior panels, I found a vinyl] that 
approximated VW original. 

I say “approximated” because I found a bolt of material 
that looked identical to VW vinyl. The price on it was four 
times what I paid for the vinyl] I bought. The man said it was for 
a 1958 Cadillac and very rare. As I stood at the counter waiting 
for the bill, the man asked what ‘machine’ I had. My mind was 
on VW machines. He was asking about sewing machines. Ever 
have one of those ‘DUH’ moments? 

Two more items while at the upholstery shop: thread and 
piping. If you’re not going to be sewing seat covers, you can 
skip the thread. But piping adds that last touch of authenticity. 
If you don’t know the term, piping (or cording) is that small 
bead of plastic that is sewn between the seat surface and the 
sides of the seat. All you normally see is the round part, but 
underneath the surface is a tail for attaching it. If your seat 
seams are splitting, you can see the whole thing. At the top of 
the original side panels (from the driver seat back) VW stapled 
piping to match the seat piping. It is a detail that makes the 
installation look complete. 

You might be surprised at the variations VW used in 
original upholstery. The plain vinyl came in three forms: 1) no 
backing at all-for that snack tray on non-walk-thru models, 2) 
a thin backing-for door panels, and 3) a strong 
cloth backing-for seat covers. The ‘Salt and 
Pepper’ materials had similar variations. Origi- 
nal-type white vinyl headliner is readily avail- 
able with pinhole ‘perforations’ in it, but the 
same material with dots painted on to imitate 
holes was originally used for pieces glued to 
body or panels. Does anyone out there have any 
NOS “painted dot?” 

Before using the old panels as patterns, 
they should be stripped of chrome trim and old 
material so the location of holes in them is 
obvious. Carefully straighten the metal retainer 
clips on the backside of each panel. The VW 
Parts List says you need 120 of them. Be careful 
not to break them while pulling the chrome trim 
from the front. Remove the rear arm rests by 
loosening the nuts on the backside. Then peel 
off the material glued to the panels. Holes for 
door handles, arm rests and retainer clips can be 
accurately located once everything is stripped. 

Trace around the panel on the new masonite 
and cut it with a saber saw. Lay the old panels 
over the new and drill through the old holes to 
transfer them to the new. Placement of the holes 
is critical because they must line up with the 
holes in the doors when you go to reinstall them. 
Sand any rough edges so the straight lines and 
curves are smooth. 

Save the old pieces of material to use as a 
fabric pattern. Cut the new cloth or vinyl on a 
flat surface with a straight edge and a sharp 
carpet knife. If you use the old pieces as a 
pattern, you will see you have to allow enough 
extra material to wrap around the edges and glue 
onto the back. You will also see how curved 


edges are formed by snipping pie-shaped wedges along the 
edge. Do not cut the wedges yet! 

With new masonite panels and the material cut to size, all 
you need is a little patience, a good adhesive and a pile of old 
newspapers to manifest some magic for the interior of your 
bus. Most auto supply stores sell spray adhesive for trunk 
liners, etc. | went with 3M products and found their 8090 spray 
adhesive to be excellent for interior panels. The lighter duty 
8080 works well for headliner applications. The spray swirls as 
it comes out, casting a sticky web of adhesive over the surface. 

If you plan to use a fabric for accent strips, I recommend 
spraying the front of each piece with Scotch Guard and 
allowing it to dry before adhering it to the masonite. At some 
time in the future you will appreciate how it resists stains, 
particularly around arm rests and door handles. 

Now, spread out the newspapers. Lay the masonite (good 
side up) and material (good side down) on the paper and spray 
everything with an even coat of adhesive. Make sure you have 
ventilation and a mask! The adhesive will dry to be tacky 
enough to stick but still allow foradjustment. Take the masonite 
toa work surface and apply the central accent strip first. Lay the 
cloth between the pre-drilled trim holes and smooth it from the 
middle out. Next, apply the vinyl top and bottom pieces by 
butting them against the accent strip as you spread them over 
the masonite. This is a good time to roll all material with a 
brayer or rolling pin to assure adhesion. 

Turn the whole panel over, lay it on fresh newspaper and 
spray adhesive around the perimeter. If you cut your material 
properly, there should be 1-2 inches of material extending 
beyond the edge of the panel. This application will make sure 
that all material will stick when you wrap it around to the back 
side. Start with the straight edges. With sharp scissors, snip 
excess material off at each corner. Look at the old material you 
removed to see how they cut it. The point is, you don’t want 
more than one layer of fabric glued to the back side. Use a 
similar technique in the curves. Again, look at the original as 
a guide. 

The adhesive dries quickly, but make sure to keep your 
hands clean during the whole process. Putting the chrome trim 
back on should go fairly fast. If you do one panel at a time, it 
is easier to keep track of where the pieces go. There are adozen 
or so lengths, with very slight differences. Polish the trim and 
screws before you reinstall them. The improvement will be 
striking. 

Living here in corn country has advantages. To add some 
sound deadening and insulation to the panels before I put them 
back on, the local upholstery shop recommended tractor cab 
padding. It’s black foam, about an inch thick with a perforated 
vinyl coating on one side. You can glue it to the back side of the 
panel or to the metal of the body, but be sure to keep it out of 
anywhere water might collect. 

I’ve had some great compliments on the new interior. All 
that work paid off. It doesn’t take a brain surgeon. If you’re 
looking for a stock look or something custom, it’s worth the 
time. Or, you can just order new panels from a specialty VW 
shop. Next outing will be to the land of seat covers. Get your 
machines ready.

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How | Found My Spilit- 
Windshield Bus

sI sat in the kitchen scanning the classified section for 

split-windshield busses for sale, there it was! “For sale: 

67 VW camper, good condition, runs great.” Would 

this ad lead to my first split-window bus project, or would it be 

another fairly beat-up or rusty 

hulk? Oh well, it’s always 
worth a look. 

It was April of 1984 and 
I'd flown from my home in St. 
Louis for a long weekend of 
bus hunting in San Jose, Cali- 
fornia. Being a flight attendant 
for a large U. S. airline, I'd 
been checking the VW classi- 
fied ads during my layovers all 
across the country and I had 
decided to concentrate on the 
abundance of busses in the Bay 
Area. While staying with 
friends, I’d checked out nine 
pre-’68 busses in varying states 
of well-being, from Deluxes 
through Kombi’s to Campers. 
So a phone call was made, a 
time and place was set, and off 
I went. 

As I approached the Law 
firm where the lady that I had 
spoken with worked, I could spot the bus all the way down the 
street. Yes, she was a “seasoned” van with dull, oxidized orange 
paint covering her original white paint. The tires were nearly 
bald, and the rear bumper was missing. The camper interior was 
made and installed by Sundial Campers in Sun Valley, Ca. when 
the van was new. It was a virtual copy of the °67 Westfalia 
layout, although Sundial had never learned to match the thor- 
ough quality of Westfalia. They usually bought the cheapest 
model Transporter available (the Panel) for their camper con- 
versions, but this Sundial was a Kombi with three pop-out 
windows down each side (no Sundial louver/screen windows 
had ever been installed). She had two extra gauge holes cut into 
the dash, and a few minor dents and dings. The vertical paint 
scratches on the drivers door could only mean that the owners 
were enthusiastically greeted each evening in the yard by their 
large, sharp-clawed canine. I guessed the woman to be an “ex- 
hippie-turned-yuppie” which explained all the college parking 
permit stickers and the “peace sign” decal in the rear window. 
She had another daily-driver Subaru and was asking $1000 to 
use towards the purchase of a motorcycle. She handed me the 
keys for my test drive and after a quick check of the vitals (oil, 


wiring, fuses, turn and brake lights) the momentof truth arrived! 
I climbed in, adjusted her mirrors, and turned the key. She roared 
to life (well: . . groaned would be more accurate—she was also 
in need of a new battery). 

Well off we went, this bus and I, for an hour-long excursion 
through the nooks and crannies of Silicon Valley. And as I 
checked her out, I had the-strange feeling that she was doing the 
very same thing to me. I even had a local VW shop check her 
over, and happily we all passed each others tests. Although this 
*67 looked a bit tattered, she was completely rust-free, drove 
straight and tight, had never been smacked hard, and I could see 
she had a lot of potential! So 
after purchasing her for $850, 
Idrove her to my friends drive- 
way where I gave her a quick 
tune-up and brake adjustment. 
Thatevening I'll admit! spent 
alotof time in the yard staring 
at her and sitting behind the 
wheel while I formulated the 
plans for her restoration. 

I was going to be attend- 
ing the 1984 L. A. Summer 
Olympics with my girlfriend 
Kathryn (now my understand- 
ing wife) in three weeks time, 
so I drove my new project for 
eight hours down to L. A. and 
visited my parents. About a 
half hour into this drive I no- 
ticed the right front brake was 
grabbing and getting worse 
by the minute. I immediately, 
and as it turns out, correctly 
suspected old rubber brake 
lines that were swelling shut on the inside and wouldn’t let the 
fluid return to the master cylinder so that the brakes could 
release properly. So I hopped out and backed the adjusters on 
this brake drum off all the way to free up the: wheel. I then 
carefully drove all the way to L. A. without ever applying the 
hydraulic brakes again. I just down shifted to slow up and used 
the emergency brake to stop whenever I needed to. Yeah, it was 
abit nerve wracking! Then before flying back home to St. Louis, 
Thad a mechanic I know there do a bumper-to-bumper tune-up, 
change all fluids, install NOS brake hoses, adjusteverything and 
install four new Dunlop radials for the upcoming 2000 mile 
drive home. When Kathryn and I returned to L. A. in my truck, 
we attended twenty two different Olympic events over a week 
stay with my folks (Whew!), and then prepared to drive both 
vehicles back to St. Louis. 

The five day adventure was pretty much uneventful. Kathryn 
followed closely in my pickup truck as the ’67 and I got further 
acquainted with each other through the deserts of Nevada and 
Utah. I was a bit concerned as we climbed into the Rockies and 
ascended past Vail, Co. to over 10,000 feet at the Eisenhower

from a wood stove that had only been in operation for 

about ten minutes. Extrapolating on that logically and 
mathematically, one would have to assume—given that Yukon 
winters are at least twelve months and therefore ten million 
minutes long—that before spring would arrive there would be 
two million more times that the Bus would be on fire. 

But, as we all know without being told, there’s no sense in 
owning an Old Bus if you’ re going torun your life logically and 
mathematically. The whole point in owning and driving a 
Splittie is to live in defiance of logic, argue with or ignore 
numbers, and scratch in public and regularly cough up hairballs. 

As an example, suppose logic would have governed my 
actions during the fire instead of its more useful counterpart, 
which was panic. Logic would have told me to stay away from 
the Yukon River in my quest for water since that particular 
water-way has a well-deserved reputation as a killer of people 
and dreams. Panic, on the other hand, had enough sense to 
realize that the Yukon River at this point in its history was a 
rescuer of people and dreams, and realized it instantly. Maybe 
logic built my Bus in 1962, but in 1967, what saved it was sheer 
panic. 

Soot from the burned floormat covered everything like a 
fine dusting of black snow. Very carefully I lifted everything 
out of the Bus that wasn’t bolted down and blew it off or shook 
itoff outside. You didn’ tdare touch that soot. Soot from burned 
rubber has a greasy quality that won’t let you just brush it away 
like so much dandruff or belly-button lint. You had to be very 
diplomatic. Use any more force than a puff of air or a gentle 
shake and what you’d have is a greasy smear that was harder 
to get rid of than a tattoo. 

Much meticulous fanning, blowing and coaxing later, the 
Bus was clean. You could even say it was surgically clean, 
since I had to cut out part of the charred headliner and some of 
the crispy floormat. Along with being finally sootless, how- 
ever, the Bus was also colder than the stare of an executioner, 
so you know what that meant. Another fire. 

But before I struck the match I packed wadded-up tinfoil 
between the stack pipe and the plywood window-substitute. 
Then I did the same thing with the space between the bottom 
of the stove and the floormat, so when the fire got good and hot 
and roaring, there was a shield to keep the rest of the Bus from 
going up in smoke. That’s what I like about memory. History 
may repeat itself, but with memory you can pick and choose 
which parts of history you're going to repeat. Me, I deleted the 
part where the Bus started on fire, and relived the part where the 
warmth from the stove sent out the message that the Bus had 


I the last installment the bus had already been on fire twice 
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just crossed the evolutionary line separating mammals from 
reptiles, and from that point on would give birth to nothing but 
live, warm-blooded experiences. 

In between me having fun with my new set of circum- 
stances, occasionally circumstances would have fun with me. 
It was my own fault. First of all, having the smokestack poking 
out of the bus horizontally was too tempting for backdrafts. 
The stack would vent beautifully on a calm day, but gusts of 
wind from any direction could suddenly reverse the flow and 
send you outside, gasping. You could be wrapping your lips 
around the edge of a cup of sweet tea and brandy and be 
contemplating the abstractions of that old saying “where 
there’s smoke, there’s fire,” when all at once a backdraft would 
jolt you out of your abstraction and into concrete reality with 
the corollary, “and where there’s fire, there’s smoke, Silly, so 
why not put an outside elbow on the horizontal pipe so it'll vent 
vertically and eliminate the problem?” 

Even with an elbow in place there were problems. For 
instance, did you know that when you slide the window back 
on your bus while driving, instead of letting air in you’re 
actually letting air out? It’s true. Open the window and there is 
an outrush of air. I used to think that was God’s way of helping 
me shoo flies out of the Bus after cleaning fish on the back seat, 
but then some little smarty-pants who finally got his 8th Grade 
Equivalency by putting himself through college on a self- 
sponsored Dishwashing Scholarship confused me by claiming 
it was all a matter of dynamics. The forward motion of the Bus 
created a vacuum by the windows, he said, which of course 
pulled the air out, which, of course caused air to enter the Bus 
from other openings. 

Of course one of those other openings was the smoke- 
stack, which of course poured smoke into the Bus proper if you 
slid the window back while driving. The first time this hap- 
pened was in Whitehorse, and it filled the old blue bummer up 
with so much smoke so fast that I had to pull over and open up 
the doors. Naturally a crowd gathered and wanted to know 
what happened. I didn’t went to bore them with a lot of 
scientific mumbo-jumbo about “dynamics” and “vacuum” and 
all the rest, so I just shrugged and said, “The same God that 
helped me shoo the flies out of the bus last summer is now 
working on a way to help me get rid of mosquitoes.” 

In those days, if you looked at the city of Whitehorse from 
above, you’d see a little burg of about 6700 people situated 
mostly on the north side of the Yukon River. There was a gravel 
road going in anda gravel road going out. That’s all. If you took 
your Bus north, the next sizable town was Lawson City, 330 
miles away. South, it was Watson Lake, which was even 
farther than Dawson City. Both towns had populations of less 
than 900.

Most of my time I spent near a log cabin I dug into slope 
along the shore of a mountain lake about 35 miles north of 
Whitehorse. Since my cabin was far from the nearest road, I 
stored the Bus in town. Actually, “stored” is really not the word 
for it. Back then, Whitehorse was one of those places where 
there was no such thing as an “abandoned” vehicle. Any 
vehicle standing on four round tires, regardless of the length of 
time, was merely “parking.” Vehicles sitting on four flat tires 
or no tires fell under the classification “extended parking” and 
vehicles with no tires and no glass were simply “art.” 

“Real estate” was another designation. Whenever I came 
to town I lived in my bus. With the stove in there, and with a 
bunkanda few pots and 
pans, itwas home. I had 


it parked on a flat spot f f 
along the river between A / ff 
the railroad station and Ye 7 ye bs 


an old shore-bound 
steamboat. My neigh- 
bors were transients liv- 
ing in the steamboat, 
squatters living in 
shacks along the river 
bank, and Wigwam 
Harry. Wigwam Harry 
lived in a piano crate 
tucked in the willows 
down by the river. How 
did he get the name 
Wigwam Harry? He 
had his own way of do- 
ing things. To survive 
the winter, he piled on so many layers of shirts and coats and 
blankets that from a distance it was agreed he looked like a 
wigwam. Closer up, you were more aware of his odor. “If you 
let that groady-arse Wigwam Harry in here tonight,” my guests 
would sometimes say between sips of tea and bites of smoked 
fish, “then I’m leaving.” That said a lot for Harry’s popularity, 
when you consider the temperature outside could be 60 below 
zero. 

Yukon winters had frightening cold snaps. Even though 
firewood was plentiful in the area, it was foolish not to be 
explicitly prepared for your next fire before letting the current 
one go out. Before zipping myself in the sleeping bag for the 
night, it was my habit to carve at least two handfuls of shavings 
froma chunk of spruce, and to have on hand pencil-sized pieces 
of wood, finger-sized pieces of wood, and many more pieces 
the size of wrists—and all of them ofa length to fit in the stove. 
You can see what I’m getting at. In the morning, with the 
outside temperature commonly at 40 below and the tempera- 
ture in the Bus only 10 degrees warmer, the last thing you want 
to do is roll out of a perfectly warm sleeping bag and scrounge 
around for firewood. It’s dangerous. For one thing you can’t 
even get your boots on because at those temperatures the 
leather is as stiff as sheet metal, plus racing the countdown to 
frost-bite wielding an ax and a saw and a knife is an invitation 
———— 


to a lot of unintentional cuts, bruises, and amputations. 

As it was, all I had to do to get started in the morning was 
to extend one arm from the sleeping bag. I’d poke my reluctant 
little appendage out from under the warmth of the covers and 
open the door to the stove. It was conveniently in reach, believe 
me. Then I'd toss in the shavings and pack the rest of the space 
in the stove with wood, starting with the smallest pieces. A 
match was next, and once the flame got a grip on the shavings, 
it was only a matter of minutes before a guy was safe to crawl 
out of the bag and start melting some ice for coffee. 0-70 in five 
minutes or less, without even leaving the parking space. 
Nothing like a little high-octane wood to get things moving in 
the morning. 

Summers too, 
were a good time fora 
fire in the morning, 
only summer morn- 
ings were 40 above in- 
stead of 40 below, so 
at least you had the 
luxury of being able to 
stretch and take a leak 
before getting downto 
the serious business of 
warming up the Bus. 

I wasn’t the only 
one who felt that way. 
So did Dave and Peep. 
They were two guys 
with a construction 
crew working in 
Whitehorse, and, as 
they explained when I once came to town and found them in my 
Bus, “We found this VW van. The license was way over 
expiration and nobody kept coming around so—well, we 
moved in. “ Their logic was unassailable, as were their house- 
keeping habits, so I regarded their occupancy more as flattery 
than intrusion. 

Dave was especially fond of the bus. Peep saw it as a good 
thing too, but for Dave the old can of sauerkraut had a spiritual 
aspect. “I’m going to go for one of my famous long walks 
now,” Dave would say solemnly, and would be gone for hours. 
Peep and I got used to this. Dave was a sensitive inward- 
reacher whose mind seemed to be rising for occasions that did 
not yet exist, and his walks seemed to keep the individual he 
was aspiring to in the crosshairs. When they were over and he’d 
come back to the Bus, he liked nothing better than to keep a 
small, bright fire going in the stove and watch the flames as 
though holding them in view provided a nutrient for a develop- 
ment that the shallow find quaint and others find virtuous. 

Even while Dave was virtuously getting it together, others 
were virtually throwing it away. In the late sixties, in the 
summer, Buses by the hundreds came through Whitehorse. 
Most of them were on their way to Alaska, and to get there they 
had to pass through Whitehorse. A fair share of them came in

limping or by way of tow truck. It was the dust. Dust from the 
unpaved Alaska highway would stick to the oil leaks on the air- 
cooled motors and would act as insulation. Gradually the 
engines would choke on their own heat and #3 valve would pop 
or else the studs would pull out of the block. Either way the 
prognosis was terminal and the bus would be stuck in Whitehorse 
until Arctic Volkswagen did a rebuild or until a new engine 
could be freighted up from Edmonton. 

Ina situation like that, most Bussers took advantage of the 
down time in typical tourist fashion. They’d rent a hotel room 
($2.00 a night), take in the sights, snap a few pictures, and tip 
a few with the locals. 

But not all of them. George Dawson and I were sitting in 
my bus grilling some meat over coals in the stove and heating 
water for tea, when here comes across the tracks two Bussers 
who got into something a little heavier than Labatt’s Blue or 
Moosehead Golden Lager. The driver was okay out his passen- 
ger was ina shape that went beyond pathetic, and apparently it 
was his intention to steer her to a place where she wouldn’t 
attract too much notice. He parked their Bus—which seemed 
to be throwing a fatal amount of smoke and oil out around the 
pushrod tubes—a little down from us and helped her out of the 
front seat. 

There’s so many independent-minded people in the Yukon 
that sometimes the only way you felt comfortable offering help 
to somebody is by making it look like an accident or by making 
it look like they’re helping you. “We got some food over here 

‘if you don’t mind a little ash on the meat,” I said, but it didn’t 
sound right when it came out because she was in such an 
obvious state of collapse that an offer of mere food seemed to 
trivialize her condition. 

He declined the offer nervously and helped her to a spot 
where the land sloped down to the river. From the Bus you 
could see them sitting there, side by side, he had a jacket over 
her shoulders and was rubbing her back with desperate reassur- 
ance while she sat there with her head on her knees giving off 
with these big convulsive sobs. George and I both knew what 
the problem was but neither one of us wanted to say anything. 

Finally, her misery started to reach the point of actual 
contagion and I heard myself saying, “You’d almost think 
there’s a better way to get from birth to death than that.” 

George was Mr. Stoic through the whole thing, He was an 
Indian in his mid-fifties and a life-long witness to the alcohol- 
ism common in the North. In the end he had the same words for 
the dopers that he had for the drunks, “They trade their roots for 
branches,” he said, “and when the wind comes they fall down.” 

Watching that poor girl bare the private parts of her soul 
was like a viewing in psychic pornography, so George and I 
both buggered off. He went home and I walked downriver to 
where Dogpound Brown kept his yearling wolf. He'd raised it 
from a pup and kept it in a house-sized pen made from chain- 
link fence. Most of the time the wolf sat on top of his coop 
gazing outat the world with those wicked-looking yellow eyes, 
but if someone came around he showed.-himself to be the big 
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fuzzball that he was by leaning up against the fence until you 
understood you were supposed to scratch his back. 

By the time I got back to my Bus, the other Bus was gone. 
The oil drips were still there from the bleeding motor, but the 
bus and its owners were gone. Still, their memory stayed with 
me. You know how it goes. If you see someone in a tight spot 
and there’s nothing you can do about it, you start looking 
around. After your eyes have been back and forth and here and 
there, their motion finally stops and the focus is on yourself. 
You look at your situation and compare it to theirs and say 
truthfully, “There but for luck and memory go I.” How far does 
memory go back, really, and what actually is conscience? Is 
conscience a fusion of former events that puts pressure on a 
person to make a decision that might not be too much fun at the 
moment but in the long haul has one standing strong and 
whole? I looked at the Old Blue Bummer when I thought of the 
condition “strong and whole.” It was a mess. Both windshields 
were full of cracks and pits from driving on gravel roads where 
the oncoming truck traffic continually tossed up sand, gravel, 
and rocks. The headlight lenses were in the same shape from 
the same source. As were the directionals. In fact, the whole 
frontof the Bus, when you looked at it, didn’t look like the front 
of a bus at all. It looked like a backstop for a firing range, was 
what It looked like. And that wasn’t all. To start the thing, you 
had to park it on a hill or start it with a push because during the 
winter the battery froze solid, leaving it with only enough juice 
to power the idiot lights when you flipped the key. Then there 
was the fact of me driving on plates expired over a year 
previous. 

Things needed to be done. The stove, too, and the stack, 
needed attention. With the thermal warpage on the sides and 
top of the stove and the cracks and pinholes in the stack, you 
had to wonder how many more fires could a guy expect before 
the whole system crumbled? It was one of those questions that 
couldn’t be ignored because it was August already. In the 
Yukon, the leaves start changing the first week in August and 
the following week you can wake up to a ground white with 
frost. The seasons were definitely changing, in more ways than 
one. Everywhere you could see Mother Nature shifting gears 
and you knew full well any day soon she was going to pop the 
clutch. A guy could get his head snapped back, if he didn’t 
watch out. And that would hurt. 

SoI made a list of things that needed doing. The list started 
out simple and as a chore, but became more elaborate and 
downright exciting as I realized I was sitting in a vehicle that 
had already doled out big, meaty gobs of valued experience, 
and only needed a little sweet-talk and a few fanny-pats to 
serve up even bigger helpings as time moved on. 


This could go on and on—and on (whew), but the next and final 
installment is titled, “Behind the wheel, and warmed by wood, 
glass, and stainless steel.” It tells of experimentation and 
refinement, of fear, love, and loathing, and how one cozy little 
can of sauerkraut thumbed its nose at the hostile, brought 
awareness to the indifferent, and magnified the moment.

Tunnel. To my delight, she never missed a beat, and I never had 
to shift down out of fourth! We gave her a well deserved rest in 
Denver while visiting my future in-laws (who must have thought 
that their daughter’s mind had “gone south” for hangin’ out with 
a guy who would buy such a vehicle!). Well, they gave us an 
upright piano which just fit inside the camper with about | 1/2 
inches to spare. Now fully packed, she made it to her new home 
slowly but surely in two days. 

Over the next year I gutted her old Sundial camper interior, 
stripped her to bare metal, bought all new rubber from WCM and 
any missing items like the rear bumper. I located a mint- 
condition, complete Westfalia interior, found a “Westy” wood- 
slat roof rack and side cargo door assist step, front cab assist 
steps, and “ambulance fans’. She then received a elegant, two- 
tone metallic paint job inside and out. Then prior to re-assembly 
she was rust-proofed by Ziebart and then received her new 
engine, brakes, interior, stereo, C.B. radio and battery. Back 
then instead of filling the extra gauge holes, I tactfully installed 
oil pressure and oil temperature gauges to keep an eye on the 
future power plant. She sports a 1600 dual port designed 
foremost with dependability in mind. Two Weber 34 ICT carbs, 
a doghouse oil cooling system, 110 cam, external oil sump, and 
a new counterweighted crankshaft found their way into this 
motor. I took the next six months to slowly put her back together. 
She entered her first car shows in 1986 and mostevery time takes 
home a trophy. Recent accessory additions included original 
“safari” windshields with NOS “wiper disconnects” from Jeff 
Walters, a mint-condition “correct” ’67 Westfalia side tent, 
original ’67 sales literature and owners manual, dealership parts 
and workshop service manuals, and a custom-fit car cover. 

Although I have owned a beautiful California ’79 Westfalia 
and I currently own a ’59 Double Cab (another San Jose, CA 
purchase and a whole other story) and a mint ’87 Westfalia 
Vanagon Camper GL (with only 29,000 miles on it), the ’67 
Westy is still my favorite! Although I don’t get her out often 
enough, she’s been as far West as New Mexico and East to Ohio 
since the restoration. There’s just something about owning and 
driving a split-windshield bus that puts that wonderful, silly 
smile on every bus drivers face. If this is a malady, I hope to 
never get over it! But you all should know what I mean! Soif you 
can make it to St. Louis this Spring for our “Busses by the Arch 
8” or anytime, we’ll take you for a spin in our °67 Westy and 
make a believer out of you! ee
